— New Jersey Gov. Chris 
Christie launched his bid for 
president on Tuesday with 
the goal of re-introducing 
himself to a national audi¬ 
ence, telling his most loyal 
supporters that he's ready 
to begin what he called a 
noble effort to “lead our 
country and to change the 
world." 

The Republican governor 
of a largely Democratic 
state has slipped from favor 
with fellow party members 
and faces a tough sell with 
many conservatives in a 
crowded election field. 

He will be the 14th major 
Republican to enter the 
race for the party's nomi¬ 
nation, with no clear front¬ 


runner so far. He said both 
political parties “have 
failed our country” in an 
announcement speech 
calling for more compro¬ 
mise in politics. 

“America is tired of hand- 
wringing and indecisive¬ 
ness and weakness in the 
Oval Office," he said. 
Christie heads to the early- 
voting state of New Hamp¬ 
shire later in the day. 

He once was one of the 
nation's most popular state 
leaders, and his turn as 
head of the Republican 
Governors Association was 
widely viewed as a success 
in the 2014 midterm elec¬ 
tions. 

But his approval ratings 
have reached record lows 
at home. Christie had a 
landslide re-election to a 
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US and Cuba to announce plan

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama will 
announce Wednesday 
that the U.S. and Cuba 
have finalized an agree¬ 
ment to reopen embassies 
in each other’s capitals, a 
major step in ending hostili¬ 
ties between the Cold War 
foes, a senior administra¬ 
tion official said. 

The U.S. and Cuba have 
been negotiating the rees¬ 
tablishment of embassies 
following the historic De¬ 
cember announcement 
that they would move to 
restore ties after a half- 
century of animosity. 

For Obama, ending 
the U.S. freeze with Cuba is 
central to his foreign policy 
legacy as he nears the end 
of his presidency. Obama 
has long touted the value 
of direct engagement 
with global foes and has 
argued that theU.S. em¬ 
bargo on the communist 
island just 90 miles south of 
Florida was ineffective. 

The official insisted on ano¬ 
nymity because the offi¬ 
cial was not authorized to 
speak publicly about the 
matter ahead of the presi¬ 
dent. 

The White House said 
Obama will deliver a state¬ 


ment on Cuba from the 
Rose Garden on Wednes¬ 
day morning. Secretary of 
State John Kerry, who is in 
Vienna for nuclear nego¬ 
tiations with Iran, is also ex¬ 
pected to speak about the 
embassy openings. 

Since the late 1970s, the 
United States and Cuba 
have operated diplomat¬ 
ic missions called interests 
sections in each other's 
capitals. The missions are 
technically under the pro¬ 
tection of Switzerland, and 
do not enjoy the same sta¬ 
tus as full embassies. 

While the opening of em¬ 
bassies marks a major mile¬ 
stone in the thaw between 
the U.S. and Cuba, signifi¬ 
cant issues remain as the 
countries look to normal¬ 
ize relations. Among them: 
talks on human rights; de¬ 
mands for compensation 
for confiscated American 
properties in Havana and 
damages to Cuba from 
the embargo: and possible 
cooperation on law en¬ 
forcement, including the 
touchy topic of U.S. fugi¬ 
tives sheltering in Havana. 
Obama also wants Con¬ 
gress to repeal the eco¬ 
nomic embargo on Cuba, 
though he faces resistance 
from Republicans and 
some DemocratsO

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Boosting overtime: Obama calls for broader coverage

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

They're called manag¬ 
ers, and they sometimes 
work grueling schedules at 
fast food chains and retail 
stores. But with no overtime 
eligibility, their pay may be 
lower per hour than many 
workers they supervise. 

With those employees in 
mind, the Obama adminis¬ 
tration is proposing making 
up to 5 million more people 
eligible for overtime — its 
latest effort to boost pay 
for lower-income workers. 
These workers would bene¬ 
fit from rules requiring busi¬ 
nesses to pay eligible em¬ 
ployees IV 2 times their 
regular pay for any work 
beyond 40 hours a week. 
“We’ve got to keep mak¬ 
ing sure hard work is re¬ 
warded," President Barack 
Obama wrote in an op-ed 
published Monday in The 
Huffington Post. “That's 
how America should 
do business. In this country, 
a hard day’s work deserves 
a fair day’s pay.” 

Employers can now often 
get around the rules: Any 
salaried employee who’s 
paid more than $455 a 
week — or $23,660 a year 
— can be called a “man¬ 
ager," given limited super¬ 
visory duties and made in¬ 
eligible for overtime. 

Yet that would put a family 
of four in poverty. Obama 
says that the level is too low 
and undercuts the intent 
of the overtime law. The 
threshold was last updat¬ 
ed in 2004 and has been 
eroded by inflation. In 1975, 


overtime rules covered 65 
percent of salaried work¬ 
ers. Today, it's just 8 per¬ 
cent, the White House says. 
The long-awaited over¬ 
time rule from the Labor 
Department would more 
than double the threshold 
at which employers can 
avoid paying overtime, to 
$970 a week by next year. 
That would mean salaried 
employees earning less 
than $50,440 a year would 
be assured overtime if fhey 
work more than 40 hours 
per week. 

Labor Secretary Tom Per¬ 
ez said Tuesday that the 
change would add $1.2 bil¬ 
lion to $1.3 billion in wages 
for many newly overtime- 
eligible workers. Others, 
Perez said, will benefit from 
employers reducing their 
hours. At the same time, 
he said, some employers 
may choose to hire new 
full-time or part-time work¬ 
ers to conduct the work 
salaried workers had once 
performed. 

To keep up with future in¬ 
flation and wage growth, 
the proposal will peg the 
salary threshold at the 40th 
percentile of income. The 
Whife House said 56 per¬ 
cent of those who would 
benefit in the first year are 
women, and 53 percent 
have a college degree. 

The beneficiaries would be 
people like Brittany Swa, 
30, a former manager of 
a Chipotle restaurant in 
Denver. As a management 
trainee, she started as an 
entry-level crew member in 
March 2010. After several 
months she began working 


as an “apprentice,” which 
required a minimum 50- 
hour work week. 

Yet her duties changed 
little. She had a key to the 
shop and could make 
bank deposits, but other¬ 
wise spent nearly all her 
time preparing orders and 
working the cash register. 
She frequently worked 60 
hours a week but didn’t 
get overtime because she 
earned $36,000. 

The grueling hours con¬ 
tinued after she was pro¬ 
moted to store manager in 
October 2010. She left two 
years later and now pro¬ 
cesses workers’ compen¬ 
sation claims at Travelers. 
She makes $60,000 a year, 
“which is surprising, since I 
only work 40 hours a week,” 
she says. Swa has joined a 
class-action lawsuit against 
Chipotle, which charges 


that apprentices shouldn’t 
be classified as manag¬ 
ers exempt from overtime. 
A spokesman for Chipotle 
declined to comment on 
the case. Dawn Hughey, 
a former store manager 
for Dollar General in Flinf, 
Michigan, would have also 
benefited from a higher 
overtime threshold. Hughey 
worked 60 to 80 hours a 
week for about two years 
before being fired in 2011. 
She was paid $34,700. 

“I missed a lot of family 
functions working like that,” 
Hughey said. “It was just ex¬ 
pected if you were a store 
manager.” 

She made about $45,000 
a year as an hourly worker 
in a previous job at a Rite 
Aid in California, where 
she typically worked 48 
hours a week and received 
overtime. □

Evidence turned over in Gray death

BALTIMORE (AP) — Pros¬ 
ecutors have turned over 
a massive trove of medical 
records, emails and oth¬ 
er evidence to attorneys 
representing six officers 
charged in the death of a 
25-year-old black man, the 
first public glimpse of the 
threads the state is using to 
weave together its case. 
State’s Attorney Marilyn 
Mosby filed a list last week 
detailing what evidence 
has been turned over to 
the defense. Those materi¬ 
als will not be made public 
before the trial, slated for 
October. 

Freddie Gray’s death has 
raised awareness of deep- 
seated dysfunction within 
the city’s police depart¬ 
ment and further stoked 
the debate over how po¬ 
lice in the U.S. treat black 
men. But apart from an au¬ 
topsy report leaked to the 
Baltimore Sun that revealed 
that Gray died of a high- 
impact injury as a result of 
not being secured in the 
back of the transport van, 
few details have emerged 
about the contents of the 


voluminous discovery on 
which the state is building 
its case. 

Among the documents are 
recorded statements from 
all six officers, including two 
statements each from Sgt. 
Alicia White and Officer 
Caesar Goodson, who are 
both charged with man¬ 
slaughter. 

Goodson is also charged 
with “depraved-heart” 
murder. Goodson was driv¬ 
ing the transport van in the 
back of which Gray suf¬ 
fered a fatal spinal injury. 
All six officers are charged 
with second-degree as¬ 
sault, misconduct in office 
and reckless endanger- 
ment. 

Lt. Brian Rice and Officer 
William Porter also face 
manslaughter charges. Of¬ 
ficers Edward Nero and 
Garrett Miller face only mis¬ 
demeanors. Each made 
just one statement to inves¬ 
tigators. 

The index lists 44 closed 
circuit television videos, 
roughly 8,000 pages of 
emails from the officers’ 
accounts and more than 
1,000 photographs, includ¬ 
ing images of suspected 


blood inside the transport 
wagon, and of the knife 
found on Gray when he 
was arrested. The knife has 
been a point of contention 
between the state’s attor¬ 
ney’s office and attorneys 
representing the officers, 
with Mosby maintaining 
that the knife is legal under 
city and state law, and the 
defense insisting that the 
knife is an illegal switch¬ 
blade. 

Another piece of evidence 
notes an agreement with 
Officer Zachary Novak, 
who was the only officer 
present during the incident 
who was not charged with 
a crime. There is no expla¬ 
nation of what the agree¬ 
ment says. 

The discovery also includes 
cellphone data and re¬ 
cords, and statements 
from 32 witnesses, many of 
whom are police officers. 
Among the state’s civilian 
witnesses is Kevin Moore, 
who recorded the cell¬ 
phone video of Gray’s ar¬ 
rest that first attracted me¬ 
dia attention. 

Gray died April 19, one 
week after he suffered the 
neck injury. □

ST. LOUIS (AP) — Police 
antagonized crowds who 
gathered to protest in Fer¬ 
guson after the death last 
summer of a black 18-year- 
old violated tree-speech 
rights and made it difficult 
to hold officers account¬ 
able, according to a Jus¬ 
tice Department report 
that found across-the- 
board flaws in law enforce¬ 
ment’s response. 

The report summary, which 
covers the two-week pe¬ 
riod of unrest that fol¬ 
lowed a white officer fa¬ 
tally shooting the unarmed 
Michael Brown in August, 
also faulted officers for in¬ 
appropriately using tear 
gas, withholding informa¬ 
tion that should have been 
made public and relying 
on military-style equipment 
“that produced a nega¬ 
tive public reaction” in the 
community. 

The summary is part of a 
longer after-action report 
to be released in the com¬ 
ing weeks focusing on the 
actions of police in Fergu¬ 
son, St. Louis city and coun¬ 
ty and the Missouri State 
Plighway Patrol. 

Details of the summary 
were first reported by the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch on 
Tuesday. 

The Associated Press later 
obtained a copy. The re¬ 
port suggests that the pro¬ 
tests after Brown’s death 
on Aug. 9 were aggra¬ 
vated by the community's 
hostility toward Ferguson 
police and worsened when 
authorities didn’t quickly di¬ 
vulge details of his death. 
“Had law enforcement re¬ 
leased information on the 
officer-involved shooting in 
a timely manner and con¬ 
tinued the information flow 
as it became available, 
community distrust and 


media skepticism would 
most likely have been less¬ 
ened,” according to the 
document. 

A grand jury and the Jus¬ 
tice Department both de¬ 
clined to prosecute officer 
Darren Wilson, 
who is white and later re¬ 
signed, but another Jus¬ 
tice Department report 
released in March was criti¬ 
cal of Ferguson police and 
the city's profit-driven mu¬ 
nicipal court system. 

The after-action report was 
announced in September 
by then-Attorney General 
Eric Holder and is separate 
from the other federal civil 
rights inquiries. 

The summary, which in¬ 
cludes 45 findings, identi¬ 
fied a slew of poor policing 
tactics: The use of dogs for 
crowd control incited fear 
and anger, 

tear gas was sometimes 
used without warning on 
people who had nowhere 
to retreat and officers were 
inconsistent in using force 
and making arrests, the 
Justice Department said. 
More broadly, though, the 
report chastised the Fer¬ 
guson Police Department 
for failing to manage the 
community reaction and 
develop a long-term strat¬ 
egy, as well as for maintain¬ 
ing poor relationships with 
the black community — a 
problem that “over time 
led to devastating effects." 
“The protests were ... also a 
manifestation of the long¬ 
standing tension between 
the Ferguson (Police De¬ 
partment) and the African- 
American community,” the 
report summary stated. 

The report was prepared 
by the Justice Depart¬ 
ment’s Community Orient¬ 
ed Policing Services office, 
a component that works to 
build trust between police 
departments and the com¬ 
munities they serve. □ 
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Woman, 75, survived for days on pond water after Texas crash

DALLAS (AP) — Wanda 
Mobley swerved to avoid 
something in the remote 
highway, and seconds lat¬ 
er was trapped inside her 
wrecked car in a ravine 
in Texas. The 75-year-old 
widow couldn’t walk, yet 
pulled herself through the 
broken windshield and sur¬ 
vived the next two days by 
soaking her T-shirt in a near¬ 
by pond to get water. 

From her hospital room 
on Tuesday, Mobley de¬ 
scribed the hours she spent 
hearing the occasional 
vehicle pass above her 
but being too weak and 
scared to crawl through 
the brushy area along 
Highway 183 for help. 

Her mobile phone wasn’t 
getting service, and all 
she had was soda and the 
pond water. 

“From where the road was, 
nobody could see the 
car,” Mobley told The As¬ 
sociated Press in a phone 
interview. “The windshield 
was cracked big time, but 
none of it (the glass) was 
out. I pulled the rearview 
mirror off the windshield, 
pulled big holes in it until I 
could get out.”

She said the accident oc¬ 
curred Friday, when she 
was about three hours into 
a 300-mile (500-kilometer) 
road trip to a family reunion 
in Oklahoma. It wasn't until 
Sunday that a signal from 
her phone led her frantic 
relatives to search an area 
near Seymour, a Texas city 
about 140 miles north of 
her home in Brownwood. 
Mobley — who fractured 
her back in the accident 
— was listed in good condi¬ 
tion Tuesday at United Re¬ 
gional Health Care System 
in nearby Wichita Falls, ac¬ 
cording to hospital spokes¬ 
woman Kim Maddin. 

“I’m feeling better,” said 
Mobley, who has four chil¬ 
dren, eight grandchildren 


and six great-grandchil¬ 
dren. Relatives reported 
her missing when she didn't 
show up in Oklahoma and 
soon began to help in the 
search. Wesley Finley, who 
is married to one of Mo¬ 
bley's granddaughters, 
said he saw a highway 
sign knocked down in the 
area and a sign indicat¬ 
ing a corner. “I went back 
to where I knew that sign 
was knocked out. Got out, 
went and looked and saw 
the car parts, the bumper, 
the horn, the mirrors," Fin¬ 
ley told the AP in a phone 
interview from the hospital. 
“So I go back to my car, 
drive down the highway 
to where I could see down 
the ravine. ”□ 


Prison chief, 11 others put on leave after escape

ALBANY, New York (AP) — 

The superintendent at the 
maximum-security prison 
where two killers staged the 
first escape in more than a 
century has been placed 
on leave along with his se¬ 
curity chief and 10 other 
staffers, a state official said 
Tuesday, as more details of 


the breakout emerged. 
One of the murderers, Rich¬ 
ard Matt, was shot dead 
last week. The other, David 
Sweat, was shot and cap¬ 
tured Sunday near the Ca¬ 
nadian border after three 
weeks on the run and has 
started talking to authori¬ 
ties. He was upgraded to 
fair condition Tuesday. 
Already, a corrections offi¬ 


cer and a worker in the pris¬ 
on tailor shop have been 
arrested and accused of 
helping the two inmates. 
The state official said Steven 
Racette, superintendent of 
the Clinton Correctional Fa¬ 
cility in Dannemora, was re¬ 
moved along with Stephen 
Brown, deputy superinten¬ 
dent in charge of security. 
The official was briefed on 


the matter but wasn’t au¬ 
thorized to discuss it public¬ 
ly and spoke on condition 
of anonymity. 

The Corrections Depart¬ 
ment said only that three 
executives and nine oth¬ 
er staff members were 
placed on leave. It did not 
identify them. The depart¬ 
ment said it is bringing in 
new leadership^

Greece’s bailout expires, country defaults on IMF payment

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 

Greece slipped deeper 
into its financial abyss after 
the bailout program it has 
relied on for five years ex¬ 
pired at midnight Tuesday 
and the country failed to 
repay a loan due to the In¬ 
ternational Monetary Fund. 
With its failure to repay 
the roughly 1.6 billion eu¬ 
ros ($1.8 billion) to the IMF, 
Greece became the first 
developed country to fall 
into arrears on payments to 
the fund. The last country 
to do so was Zimbabwe in 
2001. 


After Greece made a last- 
ditch effort to extend its 
bailout, eurozone finance 
ministers decided in a tele¬ 
conference late Tuesday 
that there was no way they 
could reach a deal before 
the deadline. 

“It would be crazy to ex¬ 
tend the program,” said 
Dutch Finance Minister 
Jeroen Dijsselbleom, who 
heads the eurozone fi¬ 
nance ministers’ body 
known as the eurogroup. 
“So that cannot happen 
and will not happen.” 

“The program expires to¬ 
night,” Dijsselbleom said. 
The brinkmanship that has 
characterized Greece’s 
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Dutch Finance Minister and chair of the eurogroup Jeroen Dijs- 
selbloem listens to reporters in the Dutch parliament after a tele¬ 
conference of the 19 eurozone finance ministers in The Hague, 
Netherlands on Tuesday, June 30, 2015.

Iran talks extended; key obligation met

The State Department an¬ 
nounced the extra days 
of talks only hours before 
the expiration of the target 
date for their completion. 
Thoughts of meeting the 
deadline had been long- 
abandoned, but the ex¬ 
tension has added signifi¬ 
cance as it holds in place 
nuclear restrictions that Iran 
agreed to some 20 months 
ago as well as slightly eased 
conditions for Iranian busi¬ 
ness with the world. 

Those preliminary measures 
have been prolonged to 
next Tuesday “to allow 


more time for negotiations 
to reach a long-term solu¬ 
tion,” spokeswoman Marie 
Hart said.? 

The statement came after 
U.S. Secretary of State John 
Kerry held a day of meet¬ 
ings in Vienna with the for¬ 
eign ministers of Iran and 
Russia, and other key offi¬ 
cials.

ers in the capital, Kabul. 

At least two of the convoy’s 
armored vehicles were 
badly damaged in the ex¬ 
plosion, which happened 
less than a kilometer (half 
a mile) from the American 
Embassy. Embassy spokes¬ 
woman Heather Eaton 
said all personnel were 
accounted for. Witnesses 
said the attack happened 
during early afternoon 
prayers, and that people 
who rushed out of a near¬ 
by mosque had turned on 
the foreign soldiers and 
journalists, throwing stones 
at them.

IS fighters stage surprise attack on key Syrian border town

BEIRUT (AP) — Islamic 
State fighters on Tuesday 
launched a surprise attack 
on a Syrian border town 
recently seized by U.S.- 
backed Kurdish forces, tak¬ 
ing positions in the eastern 
part of the town and wag¬ 
ing fierce gun battles with 
its defenders, activists said. 
The attack on Tal Abyad 
resembled another surprise 


assault by the IS group last 
week on the border town 
of Kobani, where Kurdish 
forces backed by U.S.-led 
airstrikes had driven out the 
extremists in January. The 
two attacks brutally dis¬ 
played the extremists' resil¬ 
ience and signaled a pos¬ 
sible change in tactics fol¬ 
lowing a string of defeats at 
the hands of Kurdish forces. 
Kurdish activist Mustafa Bali 
said Tuesday that IS fighters 


killed 233 people in Koba¬ 
ni, including 100 children, 
saying most of those killed 
were shot in cold blood, 
some inside their homes. He 
said 35 Kurdish fighters were 
killed following the June 
25 attack. Rami Abdur¬ 
rahman, head of the Syr¬ 
ian Observatory of Human 
Rights, a U.K.-based moni¬ 
toring group with a network 
of activists inside Syria, said 
223 civilians were killed in 


Kobani, including “scores” 
of women and children, as 
well as 37 Kurdish fighters. It 
was not immediately possi¬ 
ble to reconcile the slightly 
different tolls. Kurdish fight¬ 
ers captured Tal Abyad 
two weeks ago -- denying 
the IS group a crucial bor¬ 
der crossing used to bring in 
supplies and foreign fight¬ 
ers and causing immediate 
price hikes in areas under IS 
control. Backed by U.S.-led 


airstrikes, the Kurds then ad¬ 
vanced south toward the 
extremist group’s de facto 
capital, Raqqa. 

But in Tuesday's surprise at¬ 
tack, IS fighters battled their 
way back into Tal Abyad, 
seizing the eastern Mash- 
hour neighborhood, Ab¬ 
durrahman said, adding 
that the extremists did not 
appear to have enough 
fighters to retake the whole

President vows ‘swift justice’ after assassination

CAIRO (AP) — President 
Abdel-Fattah el-Sissi vowed

nior Muslim Brotherhood 
figures, including the for¬ 
mer president. 

Pounding his fist as he spoke 
at the funeral of Prosecutor 
General Hisham Barakat, 
who oversaw the cases 
against thousands of Is- 
lamisfs, el-Sissi’s comments 
seemed to signal an even 
tougher campaign on the 
Brotherhood and other 
government opponents. 
Despite an international 
outcry against legal abuses 
and lack of due process, 
Egypt has waged a 2-year- 
old crackdown that has 
led to thousands of ar¬ 
rests, mass convictions and 
death sentences. 

Ousted President Moham¬ 
med Morsi is among those 
condemned to die. 


JERUSALEM (AP) — Israel’s 
prime minister criticized 
the Western-backed Pal¬ 
estinian leadership in the 
West Bank on Tuesday for 
not condemning a recent 
spate of attacks on Israelis. 
Benjamin Netanyahu 

spoke a day after a Pales¬ 
tinian woman stabbed a 
female Israeli paramilitary 
police officer in the neck, 
seriously wounding her. 
Later Monday evening, 
three Israelis were wound¬ 
ed in a drive-by shooting 
in the West Bank.

El-Sissi said the government 
was ready to brush those 
criticisms aside and free 
the judiciary’s hand for a 
“battle" the country is pre¬ 
pared to wage.

Suspect charged 
over beheading 
attack in France

accused of beheading his 
boss at a French gas fac¬ 
tory and suspected of ties 
to Islamic State extremists. 
Yassin Salhi was handed a 
long list of charges Tuesday 
and ordered to remain in 
custody, Paris prosecutor’s 
office spokeswoman Ag¬ 
nes Thibault-Lecuivre said. 
Preliminary charges under 
French law mean that in¬ 
vestigators have a strong 
reason to suspect involve¬ 
ment in a crime, and give 
them more time for deeper 
investigation before decid¬ 
ing whether to send the 
case to trial. 

Salhi was arrested after the 
attack Friday in southeast 
France, which also prompt¬ 
ed an explosion and two 
light injuries — and put the 
country back on high alert 
after deadly extremist at¬ 
tacks in January. 
According to his lawyer, 
Salhi said he was acting 
purely for personal reasons 
after being reprimanded 
by his employer.

year later, many people

Economists: Puerto Rico needs right to bankruptcy option

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) 

— Puerto Rico's financial 
future hung in limbo Tues¬ 
day as economists and of¬ 
ficials warned that the U.S. 
territory could head down 
Greece’s path if it is not 
allowed to declare bank¬ 
ruptcy as it struggles with 
$72 billion in public debt. 
The island prepared to 
close a troubled fiscal year 
amid intense investor scru¬ 
tiny just hours before the 
first of several multimillion- 
dollar debt payments is 
due. It remained unclear 
whether the government 
would meet the roughly 
$400 million obligation due 
Wednesday, obtain yet 
another extension from 
creditors, or default. 

Gov. Alejandro Garcia 
Padilla has said that the 
overall debt is unpayable 
and that he will seek a 
moratorium on payments, 
although it is still unknown 
whether bondholders will 
agree to that or opt to re¬ 
solve the issue in court. 

“The bombshells that have 


come down from Puerto 
Rico in the last two days 
have not been particularly 
well orchestrated," said 
David Tawil, co-founder 
and portfolio manager of 
New York-based Maglan 
Capital. “You really don't 
do those things without 
... wanting to shock the 
market ... or preparing the 
market and gaining con¬ 
sensus.” 

Unlike Greece, Puerto Rico 
cannot seek emergency fi¬ 
nancing from an institution 
because it’s a U.S. territory. 
Some economists say that 
leaves bankruptcy as the 
most financially sound al¬ 
ternative. 

“Both are in desperate 
need of a solution, but 
neither can access the 
solution they’re asking for, 
which is a bankruptcy pro¬ 
cess," said Eric LeCompte, 
executive director of Jubi¬ 
lee USA Network. 

He noted that if Puerto Rico 
were considered a devel¬ 
oping country, it would 
be the eighth most heav¬ 
ily indebted country in the 
world. If the island does not 


obtain the right to declare 
bankruptcy, it will either 
restructure the debt or go 
into default, he said. 

“That's going to happen,” 
he said. “It's between a 
rock and a hard place in 
terms of how to move for¬ 
ward.” 

Puerto Rico's governor is 
pushing for the right for the 


island’s agencies to file for 
bankruptcy under Chapter 
9. He also plans to establish 
a team to come up with 
a fiscal and economic re¬ 
form plan to help jumpstart 
the economy of the island, 
which is in a nearly nine- 
year recession. The team 
has until Aug. 30 to devel¬ 
op the plan, which requires 


legislative approval. 

Some economists includ¬ 
ing LeCompte warned 
that imposing too many 
austerity measures could 
be detrimental. 

“The reality is if you're not 
going to grow your econo¬ 
my, it doesn’t matter how 
much you tighten your 
belt,” he said.Q 


Developer of Bahamas megaresort files for bankruptcy

— The developer of a $3.5 
billion hotel-and-casino 
project under construc¬ 
tion in the Bahamas an¬ 
nounced this week that it 
has filed for U.S. Chapter

filings were being done 
“voluntarily" in an effort 
to complete construction 
and open the megaresort 
touted as the most expen¬ 
sive project ever undertak¬ 


en in the Bahamas. 

CEO Sarkis Izmirlian said 
he was “committed to do¬ 
ing all I realistically can to 
move Baha Mar forward” 
to completion and provide 
a “sparkplug” for the econ¬ 
omy of the island chain off 
Florida’s east coast. 

“The Chapter 11 process 
provides the appropriate 
venue to create a viable 
financial structure that 
places Baha Mar’s inter¬ 
ests foremost,” he said in a 
statement. 

The filing was made in U.S. 


Bankruptcy Court in Dela¬ 
ware and Baha Mar in¬ 
tends to file an application 
in the Bahamian Supreme 
Court seeking approval of 
U.S. court orders. 

Plans call for an about 
1,000-acre (405-hectare) 
complex with boutique ho¬ 
tels, some 40 restaurants 
and clubs, an 18-hole golf 
course and what’s billed 
as the Caribbean's biggest 
casino. Court papers say 
the project is roughly 97 
percent finished. 

The developer hopes to 


arrange a “debtor-in-pos- 
session" financing arrange¬ 
ment of up to $80 million. 
That financing is expected 
to provide the company 
with the cash to pay for 
daily operations during 
Chapter 11 reorganization. 
Some $30 million would 
fund work over the next 
30 days. The project in the 
capital of Nassau was origi¬ 
nally scheduled to open at 
the end of 2014. A “paced 
opening” set for March 
27 and then a scheduled 
May grand opening came 


and went. The developer 
has not provided any new 
opening timelines. 

As with previous Baha 
Mar statements, Izmirlian 
blamed the incomplete 
work and missed deadlines 
on lead general contractor 
China Construction Ameri¬ 
ca, which received a $2.4 
billion loan from the Export- 
Import Bank of China and 
shipped in Chinese workers 
to construct the resort. 
Executives with the Chinese 
company could not be 
reached for comment. □

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Injured Usain Bolt pulls out of Diamond League meetings 


PARIS (AP) — Slowed by an 
injured left leg, Usain Bolt 
withdrew Tuesday from this 
month’s Diamond League 


meetings in Paris and Laus¬ 
anne, dealing a blow to his 
title defense preparations 
for the world champion-

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ships in August. 

“I'm disappointed not to 
be able to compete in Par¬ 
is and Lausanne,” Bolt said 
in a statement on his web¬ 
site. “I love running at these 
meetings but at the mo¬ 
ment I am unable to com¬ 
pete at 100 percent. I look 
forward to getting back 
into full training as soon as 
possible." 

The statement said the 
28-year-old “has been feel¬ 
ing discomfort in his left leg 
since his last competition 
which has restricted his 
training.” 


Bolt's last race was a 200 
meters in New York on 
June 13 that he described 
as “really bad.” His time of 
20.29 was more than a sec¬ 
ond off his world record of 
19.19. He said then that he 
felt good physically and 
was bewildered why he 
ran what he called “prob¬ 
ably one of the worst turns 
I've ever had in my entire 
life.” 

Bolt also was a no-show 
at the Jamaica trials last 
week where he had been 
expected to sharpen his 
sprinting form against the 


likes of Asafa Powell and 
Yohan Blake. 

Bolt's agent, Ricky Simms, 
said then that the 100- and 
200-meter world record 
holder was never certain 
to run at the trials and sug¬ 
gested that Bolt's coach, 
Glen Mills, instead pre¬ 
ferred him to train rather 
than race ahead of the 
Paris meet on Saturday 
and the Lausanne event 
on July 9. 

Bolt's doctor in Munich, 
Hans-Wilhelm Mueller- 
Wohlfahrt, diagnosed a 
blocked joint “which is re¬ 
stricting his movement and 
putting pressure on his knee 
and ankle,” the statement 
on Bolt’s website said. 

It said Bolt will spend the 
next couple of days in Mu¬ 
nich getting treatment “af¬ 
ter which he will resume 
full training in his quest to 
defend his titles" in the 
100 and 200 at the world 
championships in Beijing. 
Bolt has a proven record 
of raising his level for major 
championships. But his inju¬ 
ry and interrupted training 
would seem to strengthen 
Justin Gatlin as favorite for 
the worlds. □

Bouchard, Halep lose Wimbledon 
openers; Federer, Nadal win

LONDON (AP) — A year 
ago at Wimbledon, Eug¬ 
enie Bouchard and Simona 
Halep met in a semifinal 
showcasing two of tennis’ 
up-and-coming stars. 
Bouchard was only 20, Ha¬ 
lep 22. Bouchard won that 
matchup to reach a Grand 
Slam final in the sixth major 
tournament of her career, 
a month after Halep was 
the runner-up at the French 
Open. 

Back at the All England 
Club on Tuesday, both 
women lost in the first round 
to opponents ranked 
outside the top 100. For 
Bouchard, also a semifinal¬ 
ist at the Australian Open 
and French Open in 2014, it 
was the latest setback in a 
season full of them, includ¬ 
ing 12 losses in her past 14 
matches. 

“It's been a huge learn¬ 
ing process to have great 
results and then have, you 
know, so much attention, 
then have bad results. Just 
learning about the ups and 
downs of life and tennis, 
how things won't always 
go perfectly, 

like I expect them to," said 
Bouchard, who said a torn 
abdominal muscle limited 
her practice time leading 
into the match. 

“I’m always trying to keep 
the belief and stay true to 
myself and do what I need 
to do to become as good 
as I know I can be. So it's 
really just been kind of eye¬ 
opening, 

a learning experience," 
she added, resting her chin 
on her right hand, then 
added with a laugh: “But 
I’m good for the learn¬ 
ing experience to be over 
now.” 

Her 7-6 (3), 6-4 exit against 


117th-ranked qualifier Duan 
Ying-Ying of China made 
the 12th-seeded Bouchard 
the first Wimbledon finalist 
to lose her opening match 
at the grass-court Grand 
Slam tournament the fol¬ 
lowing year since Steffi 
Graf in 1994. 

The No. 3-seeded Halep 
was treated by a trainer 
for a lost toenail late in the 
first set of what would be¬ 
come a 5-7, 6-4, 6-3 defeat 
against 106th-ranked Jana 
Cepelova of Slovakia. 

“I knew it would be a dif¬ 
ficult tournament for me,” 
Halep said, explaining that 
her confidence was low 
because of poor recent re¬ 
sults. “But I didn’t expect to 
lose in (the) first round.” 
Highly seeded players rare¬ 
ly do anticipate that sort of 
quick departure, of course, 
and four past Wimbledon 
champions in action Tues¬ 
day all won in straight sets 
as the sun, unobstructed 
by clouds, brought the 
temperature to about 85 
degrees (30 Celsius). 

Petra Kvitova, who beat 
Bouchard for the 2014 title, 
won 28 of 29 points on her 
serve — a double-fault in 
the final game was the lone 
blemish — in a 6-1, 6-0 vic¬ 
tory over Kiki Bertens that 
required all of 35 minutes. 
The second-seeded Kvito¬ 
va, who is from the Czech 
Republic, said her parents 
made the trip for her first- 
round match, but will be 
heading home right away. 
“I have to say ‘Sorry’ to 
them" for such a short 
match Tuesday, Kvitova 
joked. 

Seven-time champion 
Roger Federer, two-time 
winner Rafael Nadal, and 
2013 champion Andy Mur¬ 
ray also advanced easily 
to the second round. 


Against Duan, Bouchard 
double-faulted 10 times 
and said her muscle prob¬ 
lem, which was taped 
Tuesday, didn’t so much 
affect her strokes as it pre¬ 
vented her from preparing 
properly.

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Zinc Deficiency

Zinc compounds were known 
as far back as three thousand 
years in China and India. In 
1546 Agricola reported that a 
white metal was condensed 
and scraped off the walls of 
early furnaces when ore was 
smelted to obtain lead and 
silver. This white metal hard¬ 
ened in jagged spikes, zinko in 
German. 

The history of our recognition 
of the significance of zinc in 
medicine however, is remark¬ 
ably brief. By the late 1950s it 
was accepted that zinc was 
a necessary micronutrient for 
humans although scientific 
opinion tended to dismiss the 
likelihood of human zinc defi¬ 
ciency. 

In the last decade, we have 
come to appreciate zinc to 
be a mineral that is essential 
for a healthy immune sys¬ 
tem, production of certain 
hormones, wound healing, 
bone formation, and clear 
skin. It is required in very small 
amounts, and is thus known 
as a trace mineral. Despite 
the low requirement, zinc is 
found in nearly every cell of 
the body and is a key to the 
proper function of more than 
300 enzymes. Normal growth 
and development cannot oc¬ 
cur without it. 

In our clinic we have found 
people with mild to moder¬ 
ately low levels of zinc, al¬ 
though serious deficiency is 
rare. Symptoms can include 
an increased susceptibility 


to infection, rashes, hair loss, 
and poor growth in children, 
slow healing of wounds, rash¬ 
es, acne, male infertility, poor 
appetite, decreased sense 
of taste and smell, and swell¬ 
ing of the mouth, tongue, and 
eyelids. Women will find their 
ability to climax is much more 
difficult. 

A more serious, chronic de¬ 
ficiency can cause severe 
growth problems, including 
dwarfism and poor bone mat¬ 
uration. The spleen and liver 
may become enlarged. Tes¬ 
ticular size and function both 
tend to decrease. Cataracts 
may form in the eyes, the op¬ 
tic nerve can become swol¬ 
len, and color vision is some¬ 
times affected by a profound 
lack of zinc. Hearing can be 
affected as well. 

People who are deficient in 
zinc are prone to getting more 
and longer lasting infections. 
Zinc acts as an immune boost¬ 
er, in part due to stimulation of 
the thymus gland. This gland 
tends to shrink with age, and 
consequently produces less of 
the hormones that boost the 
production of infection-fight¬ 
ing white blood cells. Supple¬ 
mental zinc can reverse this 
tendency and improve im¬ 
mune function. 

Zinc has become a popular 
remedy for the common cold 
and using a supplement when 
symptoms occur may signifi¬ 
cantly shorten the duration 
of the illness. The only form of 
zinc proven effective for this 
purpose is the zinc gluconate 
or zinc acetate lozenge. 13- 
23 mg or more appear to be 
most effective, and need to 
be dissolved in the mouth in 
order to exert antiviral prop¬ 
erties. Swallowing zinc tablets 
will not work. The lozenges can 
be used every two hours for up 
to a week or two at most. 

Zinc can offer some 
relief from chronic infections 


with Candida albicans, or 
yeast. Most women will expe¬ 
rience a vaginal yeast infec¬ 
tion at some time. One study 
showed yeast-fighting ben¬ 
efits for zinc even for those 
who were not deficient in the 
mineral to begin with. Other 
supplements that comple¬ 
ment zinc in combating yeast 
problems are vitamin C, and 
vitamin E. Another measure 
that can help to limit problems 
with Candida is Lactobacil¬ 
lus, a friendly bacterium that 
competes with yeast. Limiting 
sweets in the diet may also 
prove helpful. 

Teenagers are often low in 
zinc, and tend to experience 
more acne. Increasing water 
intake and dietary zinc or tak¬ 
ing a modest supplement in 
order to get the RDA amount 
is low risk and may prove help¬ 
ful. People should consult a 
health care provider knowl¬ 
edgeable in nutrition before 
taking large doses of any sup¬ 
plement. 

We advice our pa¬ 
tients about to have surgery to 
make sure they are getting a 
sufficient amount of zinc and 
vitamin C in order to optimize 
wound healing. Adequate 
levels of these vitamins and 
minerals for at least a few 
weeks before and after sur¬ 
gery can speed healing. The 
same nutrients are important 
to minimize the healing time of 
bedsores, burns, and other skin 
lesions. 

There are two male health 
problems that can potentially 
benefit from zinc supplemen¬ 
tation. Testosterone is one of 
the hormones that require zinc 
for production. Men with infer¬ 
tility as a result of low testoster¬ 
one levels may experience im¬ 
provement from taking a zinc 
supplement. Another condi¬ 
tion that zinc can be helpful 
for is benign prostatic hyper¬ 
trophy, a common cause of 


abnormally frequent urination 
in older men. Taking an extra 
30 mg a day for three to six 
months offers symptomatic re¬ 
lief for some men. 

Oysters are tremendously high 
in zinc. Some sources, such as 
whole grains, beans, and nuts, 
have good zinc content but 
the fiber in these foods pre¬ 
vents it from being absorbed 
well. Foods with better utilized 
zinc include beef, chicken, 
turkey, milk, cheese, and yo¬ 
gurt. Pure maple syrup also is a 
good source of zinc. 

Since meats are the best 
sources of zinc, strict vegetar¬ 
ians are more likely to be de¬ 
ficient. Zinc is needed in larger 
amounts for women who are 
pregnant or breastfeeding. 
Deficiency during pregnancy 
may lower fetal birth weight, 
as well as increase maternal 
risk of toxemia. A good prena¬ 
tal vitamin is likely to contain 
an adequate amount. 

People over age 50 don’t ab¬ 
sorb zinc as well, nor do they 
generally have adequate 
intake, and may require a 
supplement. Alcohol abusers, 
those that have more than 
two drinks a day generally 
have poor nutritional status to 
begin with, and alcohol also 
depletes stored zinc. 

Zinc is sometimes promoted as 
an aid for memory. However, 
in the case of people with Al¬ 
zheimer’s disease, zinc can 
cause more harm than good. 
Some experiments indicate 
that zinc actually decreases 
intellectual function of people 
with this disease. As well as 
with, people who have he¬ 
mochromatosis, a hereditary 
disorder affecting iron me¬ 
tabolism or if you are allergic 
to zinc, are infected with HIV, 
pregnant have glaucoma or 
have ulcers. Linder these cir¬ 
cumstances, it is best to be 
evaluated by a certified clini¬ 
cal nutritionist before supple¬ 


menting with zinc. 

Get the Point! Some 
diseases increase the risk of 
zinc deficiency. Sickle-cell 
anemia, diabetes, and kid¬ 
ney disease can all affect 
zinc metabolism. People with 
Crohn’s disease, sprue, chron¬ 
ic diarrhea, or babies with an 
often fatal inherited disease 
involving inefficient intesti¬ 
nal absorption of zinc; readily 
treated by adding zinc to the 
diet also have an increased 
need for zinc. Not everyone 
who “knows about” nutrition 
is qualified to do a nutritional 
evaluation which includes us¬ 
ing results form blood tests.. 
To be sure how much zinc or 
other vitamins you need, ask 
to see credentials and call to 
make an appointment with a 
certified clinical nutritionist.

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Toshiba’s ‘scorpion’ robot will look into Fukushima reactor

YOKOHAMA, Japan (AP) — 

A new robot that raises its 
tail like a scorpion is sched¬ 
uled to look at melted nu¬ 
clear fuel inside one of the 
three wrecked Fukushima 
reactors in Japan. 

Toshiba Corp., co-develop- 
er of the “scorpion” crawl¬ 
er that was demonstrated 
Tuesday, said the robot 
will venture into the Unit 2 
reactor’s primary contain¬ 
ment vessel in August after 
a month of training for its 
handlers. 

Officials hope the robot 
can see the fuel in the pres¬ 
sure vessel in the middle of 
the reactor. The fuel hasn't 
been located exactly and 
studied because of the 
high radiation levels. 

The difficult work of de¬ 
commissioning the Fuku¬ 
shima plant damaged by 
the 2011 earthquake and 
tsunami will take decades. 
The scorpion robot is the 


second to enter a primary 
containment vessel, after 
“snake” robots were sent 
in April inside the worst-hit 
Unit 1. One of the two ro¬ 
bots used in that reactor 
became stuck and had to 
be left behind, and neither 
was able to spot the melt¬ 
ed fuel debris. 

This time, the scorpion 
crawler, which is 54 cen¬ 
timeters (21 inches) long 
when it is extended, will 
enter through a duct de¬ 
signed as a passageway 
for fuel rods. Toshiba has no 
back up machine. 

During the demonstration 
at a Toshiba lab near To¬ 
kyo, the robot slid down a 
railing as it stretched out 
like a bar, with a head- 
mounted LED showing its 
way. After crawling over a 
slight gap and landing on 
a metal platform, the robot 
lifted its tail, as if looking up 
at the bottom of the con¬ 
trol rod drive, a structure 
above the platform where 


some melted nuclear fuel 
might be left. 

Toshiba officials said they 
hope the robot can cap¬ 
ture images of deeper ar¬ 
eas of the vessel, though 
the primary focus is the 
platform area, so they can 
design suitable robots that 
can go deeper into the ves¬ 
sel. The scorpion also dem¬ 
onstrated it can roll back 
upright if it hits an obstacle 
and rolls over. The ability 
comes from a tail joint in 
the middle that bends. 

One operator controls the 
robot with a joystick, and 
another monitors a video 
feed from the robot and 
other data. At the Fukushi¬ 
ma plant, the robot will be 
operated remotely from a 
command center in a sep¬ 
arate building. 

The work is planned for a full 
day. The robot is designed 
with radiation tolerance al¬ 
lowing it to stay more than 
10 hours inside the Unit 2 
reactor.

Microsoft sheds some of its 
ad business, mapping service

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Microsoft is handing off 
some its digital advertising 
business to AOL and selling 
its street-image mapping 
operation to Uber, as the 
giant software company 
tries to focus on activities 
more relevant to its core 
business. 

AOL, meanwhile, is adopt¬ 
ing Microsoft’s Bing search 
engine, replacing Google 
as the default option for 
visitors who want to search 
the Internet on AOL web¬ 
sites. That means Microsoft 
will get a share of revenue 
from advertising that's tied 
directly to Internet search¬ 
es performed on AOL. 

But Microsoft, which is 


based in Redmond, Wash¬ 
ington, will let AOL take 
over the selling of other 
types of advertising on Mi¬ 
crosoft websites and apps, 
including MSN, Skype and 
Xbox. An AOL Inc. spokes¬ 
woman said the New York- 
based online media com¬ 
pany will extend job offers 
to all 1,200 people who 
worked in Microsoft’s ad¬ 
vertising business. 

Microsoft Corp. CEO Satya 
Nadella has been saying 
he wants to focus more on 
the company's core soft¬ 
ware business and related 
services, while warning 
employees of the need to 
“make some tough choic¬ 
es in areas where things 
are not working.” Microsoft 
representatives indicated 


Monday that both the AOL 
and Uber deals are an out¬ 
growth of that strategy. 
Under its agreement with 
AOL, Microsoft is unload¬ 
ing a business that's de¬ 
clined in importance over 
recent years. Microsoft has 
steadily increased its sale 
of advertising related to 
searches on Bing. But reve¬ 
nue from other kinds of ad¬ 
vertising, known as “display 
ads," had fallen to about 
$250 million in the last quar¬ 
ter, or about 15 percent of 
all Microsoft ad revenue, 
according to figures com¬ 
piled by industry analyst 
Jan Dawson of Jackdaw 
Research. “Display adver¬ 
tising is a tough business for 
them. Search is more lucra¬ 
tive,” Dawson said. □

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Wall Street stabilizes after Monday drops

NEW YORK (AP) — The U.S. 
stock market stabilized on 
Tuesday as investors fol¬ 
lowed the latest develop¬ 
ments in the Greek debt 
saga. 

Stocks edged higher a 


day after the market had 
its worst day of the year. 
That slump was prompted 
by a breakdown in talks 
between Greece and its 
creditors. Greece’s Eu¬ 
ropean bailout program 
ends Tuesday at midnight, 
and the country hasn’t yet 
managed to agree on an 
extension or a new deal 
with creditors. 

On Tuesday, the office of 
the Greek Prime Minister 
said that the country re¬ 
mains at the negotiating 
table, and that the gov¬ 
ernment has proposed 
a two-year deal with Eu¬ 
rope's bailout fund. The 
eurozone’s top official, Je- 
roen Dijsselbloem, said that 
said there was no point in 
continuing the current pro¬ 
gram since the Greek gov¬ 
ernment had rejected all 
of the creditors’ proposals. 
A request for a new Euro¬ 
pean aid program would 
be considered later. 

The Greek government 
has also called a referen¬ 
dum for Sunday, asking 
Greeks to vote on wheth¬ 
er the nation should ac¬ 
cept the deal offered by 
its creditors. Investors are 
concerned that if Greece 


defaults on its debts the 
nation will eventually drop 
out of the euro currency, a 
move that could potential¬ 
ly set off turmoil in financial 
markets. 

Even though the standoff 
in Greece is far removed 
from the U.S., the global 


nature of financial markets 
will ensure that any ripple 
effects will be felt across 
the Atlantic, said Mike 
Ryan, chief investment 
strategist at UBS Wealth 
Management Americas. 
“There are obvious con¬ 
cerns that failure to reach 
some kind of an agree¬ 
ment could put Greece on 
a path to a eurozone exit,” 
Ryan said. “If there is go¬ 
ing to be volatility in global 
markets, it will be reflected 
in U.S. markets as well.” 

The Standard & Poor's 500 
index rose 5.47 points, or 
0.3 percent, to 2,063.11 
The index closed out the 
quarter with a loss of 0.2 
percent, its first quarterly 
decline since dropping 1 
percent in the last three 
months of 2012. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average climbed 23.16 
points, or 0.1 percent, to 
17,619.51. The Nasdaq 
composite rose 28.40 
points, or 0.6 percent, to 
4,986.87. 

Despite Monday’s slump, 
many investors remain 
confident U.S. financial 
markets will hold their own. 
“Whatever happens here, 
even if it's the worst case 


scenario and Greece 
drops out (of the euro), 
the pullback probably 
wouldn’t be gigantic,” 
said Scott Wren, a senior 
global equity strategist at 
the Wells Fargo Investment 
Institute. 

In European trading, the 


Stoxx 50 index of leading 
European shares fell 1.3 
percent. Germany’s DAX 
dropped 1.2 percent, while 
the CAC-40 in France fell 
1.6 percent. 

In the U.S., Willis Group 
Holdings rose $1.50, or 3.3 
percent, to $46.90 after 
the insurance broker said 
it will combine with Towers 
Watson in a deal valued at 
about $18 billion. 

Bond insurers, including 
MBIA and Ambac, fell 
sharply for a second day 
as investors followed the 
debt crisis in Puerto Rico. 
Credit-rating firm Standard 
& Poor’s said that a de¬ 
fault, or a restructuring, of 
the island’s debt within the 
next six months appeared 
inevitable. 

Puerto Rico’s governor said 
Monday night he will form 
a financial team to nego¬ 
tiate with bondholders on 
delaying debt payments 
and then restructuring $72 
billion in public debt that 
he says the island can’t re¬ 
pay. 

“If Greece wasn’t happen¬ 
ing, this would be a major 
story right now,” said JJ 
Kinanhan, chief strategist 
at TD Ameritrade. □

US court agrees Apple violated 
antitrust laws in e-book entry

NEW YORK (AP) — Apple violated antitrust laws by col¬ 
luding with publishers to raise electronic book prices 
when it entered a market in 2010 that had been domi¬ 
nated by Amazon.com, a divided federal appeals 
court panel said Tuesday. 

A three-judge panel of the 2nd U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in Manhattan ruled 2-to-l that a lower-court 
judge correctly found Apple Inc. violated the law to 
upset Amazon.com Inc.'s control of the market. 

The appeals court also agreed that U.S. District Judge 
Denise Cote was right in 2013 to order injunctive relief 
to ensure the Cupertino, California-based company 
didn’t commit additional violations of antitrust laws. 

In a statement, Apple said the ruling did nothing to 
change the fact that it did not conspire to fix e-book 
pricing. 

“We are disappointed the court does not recognize 
the innovation and choice the iBooks Store brought for 
consumers,” it said. “While we want to put this behind 
us, the case is about principles and values. We know 
we did nothing wrong back in 2010 and are assessing 
next steps.” 

Cote had ordered the technology giant to modify 
contracts with publishers to prevent price fixing and 
appointed a monitor to review the company's anti¬ 
trust policies. The appeals court last month upheld the 
appointment of fhe monifor. 

In a majorify opinion written by Judge Debra Ann Liv¬ 
ingston, the 2nd Circuit said Cote's finding fhaf Apple 
orchestrated a conspiracy among publishers to raise 
electronic book prices was “amply supported and 
well-reasoned” and that her remedy was “lawful and 
consistent with preventing future anticompetitive 
harms.” 

In a dissent, Judge Dennis Jacobs defended as “emi¬ 
nently reasonable" the actions Apple took as it fought 
to raise the price of e-books when Seattle-based Ama¬ 
zon controlled 90 percent of the market while selling 
the most popular books online for $9.99. Afterward, its 
share of the market dropped to about 60 percent. 

He said it was a mistake by Cote and his fellow ap¬ 
peals judges to assume “competition should be gen¬ 
teel, lawyer-designed, and fair under sporting rules, 
and that antitrust law is offended by gloves-off com¬ 
petition.” 

“Apple took steps to compete with a monopolist and 
open the market to more entrants, generating only 
minor competitive restraints in the process," Jacobs 
wrote. 

In the majority opinion, though, Livingston said it was 
“startling” that Jacobs would agree Apple intention¬ 
ally organized a conspiracy among publishers to raise 
e-book prices and then say the company was entitled 
to do so because the conspiracy helped it become 
an e-book retailer. 

Joining the majority. Judge Raymond J. Lohier Jr. 
agreed with much of what Livingston wrote, though 
he noted that the publishers may be more culpable 
than Apple after using the company as “powerful le¬ 
verage against Amazon and to keep each other in 
collusive check.” 

And he said there was “surface appeal” to Apple’s 
argument that the e-book market needed more com¬ 
petition. 

“But more corporate bullying is not an appropriate an¬ 
tidote to corporate bullying,” he wrote. 

The U.S. Justice Department and 33 states and territo¬ 
ries originally sued Apple and five publishers.□

The company said Tuesday 
that it wants to concen¬ 
trate on improving busi¬ 
ness for its name brand 
products, which include 
Chef Boyardee, Hebrew 
National hot dogs. Slim Jim 
meat sticks. 

CEO Sean Connolly also 


held Fulcrum, but the in¬ 
vestment is a tiny frac¬ 
tion of United Continental 
Holdings Inc.’s $1.1 billion 
profit last year. 

Still, Chicago-based Unit¬ 
ed touted the deal as 
the biggest single invest¬ 
ment in biofuels by a U.S. 
airline so far. Hong Kong- 
based Cathay Pacific an¬ 
nounced an investment in 
Fulcrum last year. 

Aircraft are a major pro¬ 
ducer of emissions blamed 
for climate change, and 
pressure is building for 
them to reduce emissions. 
The Obama administra¬ 
tion has taken early steps 
toward setting emission 
standards, following the 
lead of an international 
aviation authority.

Now comes the SpaceX rocket whodunit: A complex mystery

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

rocket’s dead, blown to 
bits in public view. Now it’s 
time for "Rocket Science 
CSI.” 

After 18 straight successful 
launches, SpaceX’s Falcon 
9 rocket broke apart Sun¬ 
day morning minutes after 
soaring away from Cape 
Canaveral, Florida. Lost 
with the rocket was a cap¬ 
sule packed with supplies 
for the crew on the Interna¬ 
tional Space Station. 

In this whodunit, there are 
clues pointing to pressure 
problems in the second 
stage’s liquid oxygen tank, 
SpaceX founder Elon Musk 
tweeted within hours. But 
that may be a red herring, 
and a former NASA shuttle 
chief warns against jump¬ 
ing to conclusions. 

“First impressions never are 
right,” said Wayne Hale, 
who is on the board inves¬ 
tigating last year’s launch 
pad failure of Orbital Sci¬ 
ences’ Antares rocket, also 
carrying station cargo for 
NASA. 

Russia also lost a supply 
shipment in April when its 
Progress capsule spun out 
of control. 

The SpaceX investigation 
will be a lot like the crime 
dramas you see on televi¬ 
sion, complete with foren¬ 
sics examination of debris. 
Except it's not over in an 
hour. Most mishap investi¬ 
gations take about a year, 
Hale said. Eight months 
later. Orbital’s investigation 
isn’t done yet. 

The engineering detective 
work kicks in after all the in¬ 
formation is saved, includ¬ 
ing more than 3,000 chan¬ 
nels of data radioed from 
the rocket. In engineering- 
speak it’s called a fault tree 
analysis. Engineers calcu¬ 
late everything that could 
go wrong and why. 

It’s painstaking. It’s precise. 


It’s logical, like the board 
game Clue, said retired 
space expert John Logs¬ 
don, who was on the board 
that investigated the 2003 
space shuttle Columbia 
accident. 

“One by one eliminate ev¬ 
erything that it could not 
be until you get down to 


hopefully relatively few 
possibilities,” Logsdon said. 
"It’s a complex mystery 
with multiple suspects." 

It all comes down to one 
question: Why? 

"You have to ask why sev¬ 
en times, that's the rule of 
thumb,” said Hale 
You find one thing that 
went wrong, then ask why 
that happened, and keep 
going, asking why about 
seven times until you find 
the root cause, he said. 
Here’s what we know so far 
according, to SpaceX of¬ 
ficials: 

— The Sunday's accident 


occurred about 28 miles 
(45 kilometers) off the 
ground when the rocket 
was going more than 3,100 
mph (5,000 kph). 

— The first stage of the 
rocket — the part that gets 
it off the ground — worked 
fine, even after the rest of 
the rocket started breaking 


apart. Its nine engines fired 
well. 

— The second stage — 
which gets the capsule 
into orbit — had high pres¬ 
sure readings in the liquid 
oxygen tank, according to 
Musk’s tweet. 

— The Dragon capsule sur¬ 
vived at first and sent back 
data. 

Before dawn Monday— 
about 16 hours after the 
rocket broke apart — Musk, 
tweeted: “cause still un¬ 
known after several thou¬ 
sand engineering-hours of 
review.” 

SpaceX president Gwynne 


Shotwell told reporters 
Sunday that because the 
private company made 
nearly all the parts in the 
rocket, it will be easier and 
quicker to investigate: "I’m 
sure we'll find it rapidly.” 
Logsdon thinks she might 
be right and an answer can 
be found, fixed and rock¬ 


ets launching again in six 
months or less. The Califor¬ 
nia-based SpaceX, whose 
clients include governmen¬ 
tal agencies and private 
firms, eventually plans to 
launch NASA astronauts to 
the space station as early 
as December 2017. 

In the meantime, Sunday's 
accident has postponed 
the SpaceX launch of a 
sea-measuring satellite for 
the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion scheduled for early Au¬ 
gust, according to NOAA 
spokesman John Leslie. 
That launch is also on a Fal¬ 


con 9 rocket. 

The SpaceX investigation, 
like the one at Orbital, will 
be run by the company it¬ 
self with oversight by the 
Federal Aviation Adminis¬ 
tration, which will have to 
make sure the next flight is 
safe. 

At SpaceX, they haven’t 


named a mishap investi¬ 
gation board yet, but said 
Hans Koenigsmann, the 
company’s mission assur¬ 
ance vice president, will be 
in charge. 

Despite the loss of three 
cargo shipments, NASA 
said the space station has 
enough supplies to last until 
at least the end of October. 
Russia has a cargo launch 
scheduled for Friday and 
Japan has another ship¬ 
ment planned for August. 
There's a crew of three at 
the station now, and three 
more men are set to join 
them in July.Q

Jennifer Garner, Ben Affleck say they’re getting divorce

LOS ANGELES (AP) — As regulars 
at a local farmer’s market, Ben 
Affleck, Jennifer Garner and their 
three young children looked like 
the perfect Hollywood family. 

The stars took turns working so they 
could nurture their careers and 
their kids — devoted parents who 
appeared arm-in-arm at countless 
industry events. 

“It's work, but it’s the best kind of 
work,” Affleck famously said of his 
marriage to Garner when he ac¬ 
cepted the best picture Oscar for 
“Argo.” 

Now, it seems the work is done. 
After weeks of public speculation 
about their relationship, the couple 
announced Tuesday they plan to 
end their 10-year marriage with a 
divorce. 

“We go forward with love and 
friendship for one another and a 
commitment to co-parenting our 
children,” Garner and Affleck said 
in a joint statement. “This will be our 
only comment on this private, fam¬ 
ily matter." 

Affleck will continue to live on the 
couple's property in a separate 


house, and they will co-parent 
their children Violet, Seraphina and 
Samuel, according to a person fa¬ 
miliar with the situation who was 
not authorized to speak publicly 
and spoke on condition of ano¬ 
nymity. 

The couple is also planning to go to 
a mediator to settle their divorce. 


the person said. 

Just last fall, Garner and Affleck 
were praising each other’s com¬ 
mitment to family, career and phil¬ 
anthropic causes. 

Affleck, 42, said he's grateful Gar¬ 
ner takes on the "lion’s share” of 
their family responsibilities. 

“She's been really smart about 


choosing her projects," he said at 
a November 2014 gala. “They're 
not so time-consuming that she 
can't do this work and be there for 
our kids, which is the most impor¬ 
tant thing to her.” 

Garner, 43, said at the same event 
that she and Affleck were selective 
about the causes they support. 
“We don't scatter our energy 
around," she said. 

The two met while making 2003's 
“Daredevil," in which they both 
played superheroes. They wed in 
2005. Affleck expanded from act¬ 
ing to directing during their rela¬ 
tionship, earning accolades for his 
2007 debut feature, "Gone Baby 
Gone,” and 2010's “The Town,” be¬ 
fore winning best picture for 2012's 
“Argo." He starred in the 2014 hit 
“Gone Girl” and will be playing 
the coped crusader in next year's 
“Batman v Superman: Dawn of 
Justice.” Garner’s recent film cred¬ 
its include “Dallas Buyers Club” and 
the family film, “Alexander and the 
Terrible, Horrible, No Good, Very 
Bad Day." Garner was previously 
married to actor Scott Foley. Af¬ 
fleck was previously engaged to

NEW YORK (AP) — Fallout 
from outspoken Republi¬ 
can presidential candidate 
Donald Trump's remarks 
about immigrants from 
Mexico continued to dog 
him Tuesday as a TV com¬ 
pany backed by Mexican 
billionaire Carlos Slim said it 
was scrapping a project in 
development with him and 
Mexico announced it won’t 
be sending a contestant to 
the Miss Universe contest, 
which he partly owns. 
Meanwhile, the backlash 
threatened to extend be¬ 
yond Trump's media inter¬ 
ests. 

Ora TV became the latest 
company to cut ties with 
Trump over remarks he 
made in his recent presi¬ 
dential campaign kickoff 
speech, when he declared 
that some Mexican im¬ 
migrants bring drugs and 
crime to the U.S. and are 
rapists. 

The company did not give 


any details about the proj¬ 
ect it had been develop¬ 
ing with Trump. Slim holds 
a majority interest in Ora 
TV, which produces shows 
including “Larry King Now” 
and “Off the Grid with Jes¬ 
se Ventura.” 

And a day after Televisa, 
the Mexican TV network 


that airs Miss Universe, said 
there would be no telecast 
for the next contest, Miss 
Mexico pageant director 
Lupita Jones said Mexico 
would boycott Miss Uni¬ 
verse. She said Trump dam¬ 
aged the pageant and 
its tradition of convening 
countries for an event that 


showcases “friendship, uni¬ 
ty and breaking down cul¬ 
tural barriers.” 

NBC and Spanish-lan- 
guage network Univision 
previously said they would 
not air the Miss USA or Miss 
Universe pageants. 

The Miss USA pageant, set 
to take place July 12 in Ba¬ 
ton Rouge, Louisiana, also 
lost both its co-hosts Tues¬ 
day, with “Dancing with 
the Stars’” Cheryl Burke 
and MSNBC anchor Thom¬ 
as Roberts bowing out. The 
Miss USA pageant had no 
specifics on who might host 
in their place but said the 
proceedings would be live- 
streamed on its website. 
Last week, the hosts of the 
Univision simulcast, Roselyn 
Sanchez and Cristian de la 
Fuente, said they wouldn’t 
take part in the Spanish- 
language telecast. 

Trump, though, said he’s 
fighting back with a $500 
million lawsuit against Uni¬ 
vision. The lawsuit claims 
breach of contract, defa¬ 


mation and First Amend¬ 
ment violations and says 
Univision turned on him be¬ 
cause it supports Democrat 
FHillary Rodham Clinton for 
president. 

“We have 50 of the most 
lovely women you’ve ever 
seen right now in Louisiana, 
and they have been aban¬ 
doned by NBC and aban¬ 
doned by Univision,” Trump 
said on Fox News Chan¬ 
nel’s “The O’Reilly Factor,” 
adding, “They have been 
crushed.” 

In a statement. Univision 
called Trump’s lawsuit “fac¬ 
tually false and legally ri¬ 
diculous.” It said it will “con¬ 
tinue to fight against Mr. 
Trump’s ongoing efforts to 
run away from the deroga¬ 
tory comments he made.” 
By Tuesday, the aftershocks 
had begun to spread into 
another lucrative part of 
Trump’s empire, as the 
Ricky Martin Foundation an¬ 
nounced it would withdraw 
a golf tournament from a 
Trump-owned property,Q
